Preparation 

• If your vehicle’s cigarette-lighter socket is 
difficult to reach, outlet adapters are available 
at your RadioShack store or online at 
RadioShack.com. 

• For safety and the best performance, hold the 
phone upright with a phone holder, available 
at RadioShack. 

• To avoid system lockup, always disconnect 
the speakerphone kit from power before 
starting your vehicle. 

• You might have to turn the ignition key to 
Accessory or ON to power the cigarette- 
lighter socket. 

• Replacement microphones are available at 
RadioShack. 

• To avoid feedback, position the microphone 
so it is not directly in line with the speaker. 
You might need to turn the speaker slightly. 

• Anytime the indicator is lit, power is on and 
the phone’s battery is charging. 

Changing Modes 

• If you are unable to make a call in handsfree 
mode, contact your phone store to update the 
phone’s software. 

• Disconnecting and reconnecting the cord 
does not change the mode. 


ISI CAUTION mi 

If your cigarette-lighter socket or power outlet 
remains on when the vehicle is turned off, and 
you plan to leave your vehicle for more than a 
week, unplug the speakerphone to prevent 
excessive battery discharge and difficulty 
starting your vehicle. 


Your RadioShack Handsfree Speakerphone Kit is easy to use. The kit turns your celiuiar or 
PCS phone into a speakerphone in your car or truck. Just piug it into any standard (negative 
ground) 12-voit power source, connect it to your phone, and piug in the microphone. It even 
automaticaliy recharges the phone’s battery. A

PREPARATION 


1 . insert the speakerphone’s piug into your 
vehicie’s 12-voit power source or 
cigarette-iighter socket. The green 
POWER indicator lights. Turn the 
speaker griii toward you to ailow at ieast 
2 inches of ciearance so you can use the 
mode switch on the back. Qf' 

2. Piug the phone connector on the end of 
the coiied cord into the siot on the base 
of your phone, with TOP facing the same 
direction as the keypad. The connector 
oniy fits one way; do not force it. Cf' 

3. Piug the microphone into the MIC jack. 

4. Attach the suppiied microphone to your 
car’s visor using the suppiied visor ciip or 
to your ciothing using the suppiied iapel 
ciip. 

To attach the microphone to the visor, 
tuck the wire into the space between the 
windshieid giass and trim, or under the 
trim, whichever is easier. Run the wire 
down to the dash and around the dash 
edge, being carefui not to put the wire 
where it can be pinched by the door. 
Piug the microphone’s plug into the MIC 
jack, then point the microphone toward 
you.

5. Turn the phone on if it has not turned on 
automaticaiiy. The speakerphone beeps 
and the POWER indicator iights. tt 

CHANGING MODES 

You can use the speakerphone in either 
handsfree or privacy mode. To change 
modes, briefly insert your finger in the mode- 
switching finger groove on the back of the 
speaker. When your finger breaks the beam, 
the indicator changes coior. 

in handsfree mode, the phone’s internai 
microphone and speaker are disabied and 
the phone operates iike a speakerphone. The 
POWER indicator iights steadiiy green. You 
can taik and listen without hoiding the phone. 

in privacy mode, the phone operates 
normaiiy. The POWER indicator turns red. 
Pick up the phone and use it iike any other 
handset.

Incoming Calls 

• When placing a call, you will not always hear 
the touch-tones through the speakerphone. 
This is a normal condition and not a defect. 

• It may take a moment for the speakerphone 
to alternate between you and the person you 
are talking to on the phone. You may need to 
pause for a moment to hear. 

Adjusting the Volume 

• See the phone owner’s manual for proper 
setting instructions. 

Lockup 

• Be sure to unplug the speakerphone before 
starting the vehicle, or you may cause it to 
lockup. 


HANDSFREE OPERATION 

Outgoing Calls 

With the speakerphone set to handsfree (see 
“Changing Modes” on Page 1 ), diai a number 
and taik. Press END when you are finished. 

Incoming Calls 

When an incoming caii rings on the 
speakerphone, press TALK and begin 
speaking. Press END when you are finished.

Adjusting the Volume 

For optimai use, adjust the voiume on your 
phone’s menu and the phone’s voiume 
controi buttons to the maximum setting. Qf' 

Rotate the speakerphone’s voiume controi to 
adjust the voiume to a comfortabie ievei. 

Lockup 

if you cannot change the phone or 
speakerphone’s mode, the circuitry has 
iocked up. Reset the phone and 
speakerphone by disconnecting the 
speakerphone from power, then reconnecting 
it.^y 


A Note About Voice Quality 

Wireiess phones use radio waves to 
accommodate many users on a radio 
network. Radio communications do not 
aiways provide the same voice quaiity and 
reliabiiity as your iand-iine phone. When 
using your wireiess phone, you may 
experience dropped sails, crosstalk, echo, 
speech distortion, or other voice quality 
degradation. 

These distortions are generally caused by the 
wireless network. 

Your speakerphone cannot improve the 
phone’s performance. Variations in voice 
quality are louder when heard with the 
speaker than when in privacy mode because 
they are amplified. If you experience a badly 
distorted call, check that the phone has a 
good signal level. If your signal level is good 
and you are still experiencing poor voice 
quality, hang up and redial the number to get 
a different channel.
